Summary of reasons for decision: 

The publication is a sexually explicit DVD. A trailer on the DVD, entitled "Teenage 
Delinquents" causes the publication to tend to promote and support the exploitation of young 
persons for sexual purposes. Had the excision been made, the DVD would have been classified 
as objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have 
attained the age of 18 years. However, the distributor declined to excise this trailer and therefore 
the DVD is deemed to be objectionable. 

The Classification Office has considered the effects of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 
on the application of the classification criteria. The classification of this publication interferes 
with the freedom of expression. However, the decision is a reasonable and demonstrably justified 
limitation on the freedom of expression that reflects the concern of a free and democratic society 
to limit the availability of publications that tend to promote and support the exploitation of 
young persons for sexual purposes.
